Census Enumeration. 


The Slavs of the country, nearly a 


million strong, are displeased boeause 
no arrangements have been made to 
count thi-m In the census. P. V. Rov- 
nlanok, President of the Slovak League 
yesterday called a meeting to be held 
next Monday In Plttsbiirg, at which 
thw Slovak. Croatian, Wend and Serv- 
ian nationalities will be represented 
and at which arrangements will prob- 
ably lie made lo be enumerated ac- 
cording to their proper national desig- 
nations Instead of as "Hungarians," 
which IK what tho census olllco pio- 
lionet, to do with them. 


It Is likely also that a commlllco 


will be applontcd to go lo Washing- 
ton to confer wlih Porsldont Taft and 


• if Homothing eannof ho done. The' 


blank* of tho census olllco have 
al- 


ready been printed and the demand 
of the Slavs for enumeration has been 
passed upon and rejected by Census 
Director K. Dana Durand.

Thoro are some 12 dif- 
ferent nationalities of persons living 
In Hnngarv. and representatives of 
eiieli of these living In thin country 
will appear on the census record as 
"born 
In Hungary."
